When you cut yourself 
and a fte r the bleeding stop*. a 
clear fluid ooze* from the cut. T hat 
clear fluid Is lymph coming, not 
from the blood vessels, but from 
the tissue apar*#. 


A Queer Kind ef Circulation 


The lym phatic s> stem is a queer 
kind of circulation because it has 
no such thing as a heart— an en­ 
gine to pump the fluid around. And 
half the rime the lymph is rot con­ 
fined to any definite walls such as 
the arteries, veins and capillaries, 
which hold the blood. Nor are it# 
functions entirely understood. The 
only nutrient it car ties is when the 
I’ mph vessels in th* intestines 
take un fat a fte r a heavy meei 
and they carry th a t to the large 
blood vessels in the chest.

If a 
tooth becomes abscessed, the nodes 
under the jaw bone enlarge, and 
if a mouth or lower lip infection 
occur* the nodes ju st under the 
point of the jew swell.

Eliminate the Infection

T hat is why the kernel*, or 
node*, arise in the neek. They are 
sort of stations along the route of 
the lym phatic vessels and when 
the traffic gets jam m ed and th* 
line is filled with germs the** sta­ 
tions swell up and pro^red to kill 
off the unwelcome invaders on the 
spot.
